' We re finding increasing confu¬ 
sion with state terminology about 
the meaning of intermediate,” he 
said. “The term 'intermediate’ 
often refers to grades four through 
six. 'Junior high' is used for any 
grouping of students between 
elementary and high school 
levels." 

Tax Increase 
Not Likely, 
Tynes Says 

PLACENTIA - Superintendent 
John Tynes predicted that the 
Placentia Unified School District 
will not ask for a tax rate increase 
in the coming school year unless 
the state legislature does 
something completely unforeseen. 

Tynes told the board at its last 
regular meeting, “We’re in pretty 
good shape financially, and we 
should have enough to carry us 
through the next school year 
without asking for a tax election.” 

The district received more 
money than anticipated this year 
when property tax assessed 
valuations came in far higher than 
expected.

Annexation 
Hearing Set 

YORBA LINDA - The Planning 
Commission will hold a hearing on 
the proposed annexation of the 
large area south of the Yorba 
Linda Country Club to the city and 
may also consider development 
plans submitted by the developer, 
Presley Developing Co. 

The developer is proposing to 
build single family dwellings on 
12,000 square foot lots in the R-S 
zone. He had previously applied 
for annexation with a proposal that 
contained some condominium un¬ 
its near the country club clubhouse 
but that plan was denied by the 
City Council.

YORBA Linda - Dr. John S 
Parrish, assistant principal of 
curriculum at Miraleste High 
School in Palos Verdes, has been 
named principal of the Placentia 
Unified School District’s new 
Esperanza High School, which is 
scheduled to open next September. 

Naming of the principal at the 
last board meeting was the first 
step in organizing staff for the new 
school, which is planned to accom- 
modate approximately 700 
students from the eastern portion 
of the district, according to Supt. 
John Tynes. 

Dr. Parrish, 45, was selected 
from among 58 applicants and is 
scheduled to assume his new post 
in January to make preparations 
for the school’s opening. Salary

District since 1962 as a teacher and 
chairman of the Palos Verdes High 
School science department and as 
assistant principal at Miraleste 
since its opening in 1968. He also 
served as summer school principal 
in the district for four years.

He earned his Ed.D. degree last 
year from the University of 
Southern California with emphasis 
on curricular innovations and 
school administration. He also 
holds an M.A. degree in education 
from the University of Colorado at 
Boulder, a B.S. degree in 
chemistry from the University of 
Missouri and an A.A. degree from 
Graceland (Iowa) College.

Recently Milano devised a 
form for use by department 
heads to use as request 
sheets. He worked out with 
his machine how these could 
be printed, and then padded, 
and thereby has saved the 
city hundreds of dollars in 
printing costs.

Keeping track of almost 
14,500 students isn’t easy, 
but staff members in the 
Placentia Unified School 
District are in the middle of 
a project to pinpoint homes 
of all their students to deter¬ 
mine where each student 
will go to school next year. 

“We’re working to deter¬ 
mine the location of every 
student in the district, and 
then we’ll plot attendance 
boundaries which will ac¬ 
commodate the population,’’ 
explained Supt. John Tynes. 

Some major realignments 
of school areas will take 
place because of the addition 
of two more schools - 
Esperanza High in Anaheim 
and an addition to Golden 
Elementary. The new 
schools will bring the total to 


22 schools in the district. 

District staff, headed by 
Dr. David Tansey, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to the 
superintendent, will plot 
attendance areas for each 
school based on data about 
student location. Rec¬ 
ommendations will be for¬ 
warded to the Educational 
Facilities Planning Com¬ 
mittee in January. Commit¬ 
tee recommendations will go 
to the board of education, 
who will formally adopt 
boundaries. 

“The biggest change will 
be in attendance areas for 
high schools,’’ Tynes noted. 
Students in the eastern por¬ 
tion of the district now are 
attending Valencia High 
School. Esperanza High is 
planned to accommodate ap¬ 


proximately 700 students. 

“Boundaries will be dis¬ 
cussed in an open board 
meeting, and sufficient 
notice will be given to 
patrons in the district who 
may want to attend,’’ Tynes 
said.
